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Chaffey College may one day 
be a showcase of historic 
houses. 

College President Jerry Young 
said several people in the 
community have expressed 
interest in working with the 
college to relocate houses of 
historical interest on the Alta 
Loma campus. 

“lve entertained the idea to 
the degree that the community’s 
willing to provide the basic 
support for that,” Young said. 
“The cost of doing that is very 
high. That would require a 
donation of assistance from the 
commuity.” 

Moving the houses would not 
be the only cost, Young said. 

The homes generally require 
some fix-up and landscaping. 

“It could be fun if it all comes 
together. | think the college 
would be a good place for 
people to come to and see the 
homes,” Young said. 

The college’s foundation 
board met earlier last week to 
consider an offer from a church 
to relocate a pre-World War | 
home on the campus. 

Sharon Beets, a former 
Chaffey College employee, and 
now a foundation board member, 
said the house has both 
architectural and historical 
significance. 

Although exact historical 
details about the house were 
sketchy, Beets said the house 
has massive woodworking in one 
room, a fireplace and a center 
staircase. 

The house stands empty on 
the 7900 block of Center Avenue, 
north of Foothill Boulevard, 
raised up on supports. 

It has been the victim of 
vandals and needs a permanent 
resting place, Beets said.

Is Rancho Cucamonga rural 
anymore? 

Some Say no, and are 
therefore asking city officials to 
reconsider unconditionally 
allowing horses and other 
barnyard animals in northern 
Alta Loma. 

Others acknowledge the city 


is growing, but say the growth is- 


planned and therefore shouldn't 
interfere with their decision to 
keep animals. 

John Holt is among the latter. 

One day last week, Holt stood 
in his back yard and defended 
his right to keep two horses 
there. 

“What makes this area 
desirable is its openess,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That includes the 
vineyards, the groves and the 
horses. 

“Once all these things are 
destroyed, Alta Loma will be just 
another suburb,”’ he said. “‘| 
don’t want to see that happen 
and the city’s general plan won't 
let it happen.” 

The general plan, adopted 
shortly after Rancho Cucamonga 
became acity in 1977, controls 
the young city’s growth. 

For example, it mandates lots 
of at least half an acre in 
northern Alta Loma and protects 
the area’s equestrian heritage by 
allowing animals to be stabled in 
back yards. 

Most residents of the

developing area, however, don’t 
own horses. 


One such group of residents 
recently asked City Hall to 
reconsider the provision of the 
general plan that unconditionally 
allows horses. 


The residents say they want 
people living in Alta Loma to 
have more of a choice: not only 
whether they can keep horses or 
not, but also whether they will 
live next door to horses or not. 


Acknowledging horses can be 
annoying to people living next 
door, Holt said, ‘‘Good fences 
are good neighbors.” 

Holt said he and a neighbor (a 
person who would rather swim 
than ride horseback) have 
worked together “‘to protect 
each of our lifestyles.” 


The compromise — trees and 
a fence between Holt’s horses 
and his neighbor’s pool — has 
worked, Holt said. 


“There is room for both of us,” 
he said. 
The current controversy in 


Alta Loma is one of perception, 
Hoit said. 


“Some people see Rancho 
Cucamonga as urban,” he said.

The unification of Upland’s 
schools will cost the Chaffey 
oint Union High School District 
more than just a high school. 
Upland schools will receive a 
portion of builders fees from the 
West Valley’s high school 
district and some school buses, 
among other things. 

Upland High School will 
become part of the Upland 
school system July 1, splitting 
from the Chaffey district as the 
result of a unification election in 
November. 

Upland Unified School District 
Superintendent George 
Renworth said some of the 
highlights of the bargain struck 
between the two districts are: 

@ Aside from the actual high 
school building and grounds, the 
Upland district will not receive 
any property from the high
